Cycling proposal. City 
a step closer to getting 
more cyclists in core 


Bike lanes in the core are one 
step closer to becoming a real¬ 
ity after the city’s proposed 
2014-2018 Bike Lane Infrastruc¬ 
ture plan was made public on 
Thursday. 

Both cycling advocates and 
city ofiicials agree the proposed 
document going to the Trans¬ 
portation Committee on June 5 
is a major step in creating core 
bike infrastructure in high-use 
areas. 

“I think (the report) is a good 
reflection of what we’ve heard 
from people, from council and 
what we heard during the (mu¬ 
nicipal) election as weft,” said 
Tyler GoUy, general supervisor 
of sustainable transportation 
with the city. 

Administration suggests the 


bulk of the focus and dollars 
moving forward should be used 
to further develop core bike 
routes, with the Strathcona- 
Gameau-University route (83 
Avenue) and the Downtown- 
Oliver-Glenora route (102 Av¬ 
enue) listed as top priorities. 

Chris Buyze, president of 
the Downtown Edmonton 
Community League (DECL) said 
there’s a huge need for separ¬ 
ated bike lanes for commuters. 

“102 Avenue and 83 Avenue 
can show the rest of Edmonton 
how a separated bike lane can 
function reaUy well. We don’t 
have anything like that right 
now that’s for commuting. We 
have a lot of recreation and 
multi-use trails but we don’t 
reaUy have commuter bike 
lanes,” he said. 

Edmonton Bicycle Com¬ 
muters’ Society (EBCS) execu¬ 
tive director Christopher Chan 
echoed the statement, saying 
the proposed plan is essential

to getting more cyclists on the 
road. 

“What we have is routes 
that are planned for areas that 
have really high demand al¬ 
ready ... so providing that infra¬ 
structure so cyclists can access 
those destinations will make it 
not only for the existing cyclists 
that benefit but you reaUy open 
it up to people who would Uke 
to bUce but are currently driv¬ 
ing their cars,” said Chan.

ATA accused of 
supporting‘pervert’ 

A Toiy MIA and member 
of the provincial teach¬ 
ing task force is standing 
behind comments he made 
that imion representatives 
wanted to clear a path for a 
“pervert” terminated for sex¬ 
ual relations with students 
to return to the classroom. 

But David Dorward, MIA 
for Edmonton-Gold Bar, 
conceded in an interview 
Thursday that his contro¬ 
versial remarks, made on 
Facebook the day prior, 
came despite not having re¬ 
viewed the disciplinaiy case 
files for instructors Amanda 
Chilton and Faryn Schnapp. 
Chilton, a Wainwright 
teacher, had consensual 
sexual intercourse with a 
student multiple times and 
Schnapp, a Chestermere 
instructor, gave one of his 
pupils a sexual assignment. 

Controversy has boiled 
over after Metro was first to 
report the Alberta Teachers’ 
Association recommended 
years-long suspensions for 
the instructors, but Educa¬ 
tion Minister Jeff Johnson 
overruled those and termin¬ 
ated their certificates. 

On Wednesday, Dorward 
wrote in a Facebook con¬ 
versation, “It is all about 
consequence of an action. 
Go be a firefighter or an 
office worker or something. 
Stay out of my grandchild’s 
classroom. The ATA wanted 
that person back in. Where 
do you stand.” 

Dorward admitted he 
had only seen coverage of 
the cases in the media. “I 
can’t in my mind’s eye find 
a thought process relative 
to how you would keep a 
teacher in the classroom 
imder those kinds of 
circumstances as had been 
described, if they’re accurate 
in the (news)paper.” leah ger-

Parents shocked to learn school 
to close sooner than expected 


Parents from a local Catholic 
school said they’re shocked to 
learn their school will be closed 
and demolished at the end of 
the current school year. 

Last week, the city’s Cath¬ 
olic school board voted to close 
dovm St. Brendan School in or¬ 
der to build a new K to 9 school 
on the city site. 


Sheny Stewart, chair of the 
St. Brendan parent cormcil, said 
parents were excited about the 
board’s decision and expecting 
a closure, but were unaware 
the process would happen so 
fast. “We felt shocked, the staff 
felt shocked, eveiyone felt veiy 
surprised,” Stewart said. 

ECS spokesperson Lori Nagy 


said the district did their best to 
keep parents informed on the 
school’s potential closure date 
during public consultations. 

“To be fair, when we did 
have the consultations we had 
said to parents that they may 
have to relocate if St. Brendan 
was the site for the replace¬ 
ment school,” Nagy said. 


Noting safety as a top con¬ 
cern, Nagy said the school 
would be emptied of aU resour¬ 
ces, furniture and equipment 
starting in July in preparation 
for demolition. 

In August, the school will be 
knocked down to make room 
for the new building, slated to

“This is about increasing

Cyclists soon won’t have to 
get off their bikes to hit the 
crosswalk button at Jasper 
Avenue and 110 Street as the 
city gears up to start a pilot 
project using special video 
cameras. 

The city will test out video 
actuation technology called 
bicycle actuated signals that 
will spot a cyclist approach¬ 
ing the intersection, call for 
the signal to change and let 
the cyclist know the light 
will change through some 
type of signal, said city offi¬ 
cials. 

“It removes the need for 
a cyclist to either dismount 


and walk over to the side¬ 
walk or just cycling on the 
sidewalk, which is a fairly 
unsafe act,” said Tyler Golly, 
general supervisor of sustain¬ 
able transportation with the 
city. 

The city chose the inter¬ 
section to pilot the new sig¬ 
nalling due to the high num¬ 
ber of cyclists in the area. 

Edmonton Bicycle Com¬ 
muters’ Society executive 
director Christopher Chan is 
a fan of the signalling, say¬ 
ing they will provide cyclists 
the same opportunities cars 
already have at many inter¬ 
sections. 

“There’s many places in 
the city if you’re not riding 
on the sidewalk but on the 
road on your bike, you can 
sit there forever and the light

Man alleges Canadian 
government shared 
information with home 
country 



Kongolo says if he’s forced to 
go back to his native Congo, “I 
will kill myself here.” 

The man, who Metro agree 
to identify under a pseudo¬ 
nym, fled from Congo in 2004. 
During that time, he has raised 
three children in Edmonton, 
found a full-time job and start¬ 
ed his own towing business. 

He’s disappointed the Can¬ 
adian government has turned 
down both his refugee claims 
and a bid to stay here on hu¬ 
manitarian grounds, but his 
fear of a return to his native 
countiy is driven by what he 
says the Canadian government 
did after denying his claim. 

In March, the CBSA asked 
Kongolo to meet and he ex¬ 
pected to be greeted by Can¬ 
adian officials, but instead 
he encountered members of 
Congo’s Directorate General 
for Migration. 

Kongolo said not only were 
these officials aware of the 
claims he had made, as they 
sat across from him he said 
they were reading directly 
from his Canadian govern¬ 
ment file. 

“1 could see it. 1 could see 
some of the evidence letter 
that 1 gave to the Canadian 
Border Services Agency,” he 
said. 

Kongolo said when he ap- 
phed for refugee status in Can¬ 


ada he named government of¬ 
ficials who committed crimes. 

Kongolo says he left Congo 
under government suspicion a 
charity he was working with 
was conducting espionage. 
Fearing possible arrest and 
travel restrictions should he 
depart under his own name, 
Kongolo travelled on someone 
else’s documents, but revealed 
the deception when he arrived 
in Canada. 

At a later Calgary meet¬ 
ing, Congolese officials knew 
his travel name, something 
Kongolo says could have only 
come from the CBSA. 

“There was no way that 
the Congolese border agency 
would have that name,” he 
said.

cratic Repubhc of the Congo 
Society of Edmonton, has been 
working with Kongolo and 
several refugee claimants who 
have similar stories. 

“How can Canada take that 
file and give it to those people 
from the Congo?” he asked. 

Demba said they accept 
some claimants will be de¬ 
ported, but not with the Con¬ 
golese government knowing 


so much. 

“1 don’t think it is safe to 
take your claim case and give 
it to that so-called govern¬ 
ment,” he said. 

In an email interview, Esme 
Bailey of the CBSA dechned to 
get into specifics, but said it’s 
not uncommon for Canada 
to work with foreign govern¬ 
ments to get travel documents 
for possible deportees. 

She said in some cases Can¬ 
ada pays to have government 
officials from foreign coun¬ 
tries visit Canada. 

“This is veiy cost effective 
when compared to the cost of 
keeping the person in Canada 
and the cost related to deten¬ 
tion, health care, social servi¬ 
ces and safety and security,” 
she wrote. 

She said the Canadian gov¬ 


ernment doesn’t share the in¬ 
formation it gathers through 
the refugee process. 

“Foreign governments 
would not know by the CBSA 
that someone who was issued 
a removal order made a refu¬ 
gee claim,” she wrote. 

She added Canada current¬ 
ly has a moratorium on depor¬ 
tations to Congo, but that does 
not impact deportation for se¬ 
curity reasons. 

Still, Kongolo fears if he 
returns to Congo he will do so 
with a target on his back. 

“The Congo is so big that 
1 could go to the countiyside 
and 1 could be invisible, but 
now, 1 can’t,” he said. 

“If 1 have to 1 will kill my¬ 
self here. 1 will hang myself, 
because it’s the same thing as 
giving in to them.” 


Penthouse suite 


No construction 
costs incurred 
on Redford Sky 
Palace: Official 

Alberta’s top infrastructure 
bureaucrat said Thursday 
that no actual construction 
work was ever done on 
a luxuiy penthouse suite 
ordered by former premier 
Alison Redford. 

Marcia Nelson told an 
Alberta legislature com¬ 
mittee that some wiring 
and other floorwork was 
done, but the space was 
seamlessly redesigned to 
become a meeting room 
after the penthouse was 
cancelled in January. 

“Electrical work was be¬ 
ing done, plumbing work 
was being done, some ac¬ 
cess work was done for the 
elevator,” Nelson told the 
all-party pubhc accounts 
committee. “We weren’t 
at a stage with that where 
any construction was 
needed to be tom out or 
remediated.” 

“There were no (extra) 
funds that were spent.” 

Nelson said plans for 
the proposed penthouse, 
which has been dubbed 
the “Sky Palace” by critics, 
began in July 2012 — 
about two months after 
Redford won a major¬ 
ity government in the 
provincial election — and 
continued until then- 
infrastmcture minister Ric 
Mclver cancelled them in 
Januaiy. Mclver has since 
left that post to become 
a candidate for in the 
Progressive Conservative 
leadership race. He has 
said he cancelled the job 
because he didn’t think 
it was a proper use of 
taxpayer dollars. 

The project’s cancella¬ 
tion has led to confusion 
and finger pointing.

• Intervene with your 
friends and yourself. “If you 
want a world where men don’t 
believe they’re entitled to 
women’s bodies,” says Jaclyn 
Friedman, a Boston writer and 
activist, “start by declining to 
behave that way yourself, even 
when your friends mock you 
for it.” That means taking a 
stand against noxious acts, like 
cat-calling and rape jokes, but 
also the seemingly innocuous 
ones like telling a women she 
should smile or perpetuating 
the mythical “friend zone.”

Mother always said: if you 
don’t have anything nice to 
say, don’t say anything at all. 
But that attitude may be more 
damaging than helpful when 
it comes to the workplace, 
according to the latest study 
from the University of B.C. 

Researchers found that, 
while most consider ostra¬ 
cism less harmful than bully¬ 
ing, being ignored at work 
is significantly more likely 
to result in people being un¬ 
happy in their jobs, quitting 
and having health problems. 

Feeling ostracized is so 
detrimental to mental and 
emotional well-being that its 
effect is worse than physical 
bullying or verbal harass¬ 
ment, the researchers found. 


“People are hypersensitive 
to being ignored or exclud¬ 
ed,” said the study’s co-author 
Sandra Robinson, a professor 
in the Sander School of Busi¬ 
ness. “We’re hardwired to 
be pack animals. We have to 
belong ... and most of us are 
really uncomfortable if we 
get any cues that we don’t.” 

Using a series of surveys, 
the researchers found that 
participants consistently said 
they didn’t think workplace 
ostracism was less inappro¬ 
priate, less psychologically 
harmful or less likely to be 
prohibited than harassment. 

Additional surveys found 
that those who said they ex¬ 
perienced ostracism were 
more likely to report feeling 
less of a sense of belonging in 
the workplace, a stronger in¬ 
tention to quit their job and 
a larger proportion of health 
problems. Another employ¬ 
ment survey on workplace

isolation found that people 
who reported feeling ostra¬ 
cized were significantly more 
likely to have quit their job 
when surveyed again three 
years later. 

While many of us are 
taught that ignoring someone 
is socially preferable to verbal 
confrontation, Robinson said 
her team’s research shows 
that being excluded is “acute¬ 
ly painful” in the workplace. 

Ostracism can manifest in 
many ways, said Robinson, 
from people deliberately ex¬ 
cluding co-workers from im¬ 
portant meetings to “forget¬ 
ting” to copy them on emails 
and giving them the silent 
treatment. 

Since ostracism is less vis¬ 
ible than physical or verbal ha¬ 
rassment, however, it makes 
it more difficult to detect and 
address, said Robinson. 

As many workplaces 
and schools are working to 
counter bullying and harass¬ 
ment, Robinson said the 
study’s findings highlight the 
need to also view ostracism 
as a form of bullying and in¬ 
clude it in company harass¬ 
ment policies.

Forty-one people in Phila¬ 
delphia are facing charges 
in what prosecutors call 
an elaborate insurance- 
fraud scheme that used 
dead deer to fake car 
accidents. 

Ronald Galati Sr. is 
accused of running a $5- 
million US scam out of his 
auto-body shop. 

District Attorney Seth 
Williams said Wednes¬ 
day that Galati coached 
customers to claim they’d 
struck a deer rather than 
a car. That way, insur¬ 
ance companies would 
consider them “no fault” 
accidents and pay the 
claims without raising the 
customers’ premiums. 

investigators say Galati 
stored deer carcasses, 
blood and fur in the back 
of his shop to use as 
props. 

Also charged are 
Galati’s wife, son and 
daughter, several insur¬ 
ance adjusters, tow truck 
drivers, a city official and 
a police officer.

Less than 18 months after the 
brutal gang rape and murder 
of a 23-year-old medical student 
in the capital triggered laws 
to fight sexual violence, a hor¬ 
rific case in a remote part of 
central India is again sparking 
nationwide outrage, but activ¬ 
ists say nothing has changed 
for women. 

Two teenage cousins were 
gang-raped on Tuesday and 
their bodies were found hang¬ 
ing from a mango tree in Katra 
village in the northern state 
of Uttar Pradesh. Villagers 
found them Wednesday mor¬ 
ning, hours after they had dis¬ 
appeared from fields near their

home, Atul Saxena, a senior po¬ 
lice ofiicer, told the Toronto Star. 

The two girls, aged 14 and 
15, had reportedly gone to the 
fields because there was no 
washroom in their home. 

Saxena said the autopsy 
showed the girls had been 
raped and strangled before be¬ 
ing hung. He said two police 
constables, ages 19 and 35, had 
been arrested and a hunt was 
on for three other suspects. The 
police constables have been 


suspended, he said. 

On Wednesday, there was 
tension in the village, which 
is about 300 kilometres from 
Lucknow, the capital of Uttar 
Pradesh. Angiy villagers ac¬ 
cused the police chief of ignor¬ 
ing a complaint by the girls’ 
family on Tuesday night that 
the teenagers were missing. 

Villagers did not let the po¬ 
lice take down the bodies until 
the accused had been arrested. 
The chief has been suspended 
for not taking immediate ac¬ 
tion, said Saxena. 

Following the December 
2012 attack on a moving bus, 
there were protests, vigils and 
loud demands for stricter laws. 
The government tightened 
laws on sexual violence last 
year. But newspapers are stiU 
full of stories of sexual assault, 
the activists say.

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Judge orders gov’t to 
rule yes or no on parole 
for death squad leader 



South Africa apartheid 
era.

A South African judge has 
ordered the correctional ser¬ 
vices ministiy to decide with¬ 
in 30 days whether to grant 
parole to the former head of 
a covert police unit that tor¬ 
tured and killed dozens of 
people during white rule. 

Judge Thokozile Masipa 
ruled Wednesday in the case 
of Eugene de Kock, who con¬ 
fessed to murder and other 
crimes and was sentenced to 
life in prison. He has been in 
jail since 1994, when apart¬ 
heid ended. 

The case is highly sensi¬ 
tive for the South African 
government. It seeks to pro¬ 
mote the ideals of reconcilia¬ 
tion and forgiveness embod¬ 
ied by the late anti-apartheid 
leader. Nelson Mandela, but 
must also address the en¬ 
during anger of people who 
lost family members during 
white rule. 

De Kock, has said he is the 
only member of the former 
police force serving time for 
crimes committed on behalf 
of South Africa’s old order 
and he maintains he acted 
on instructions from leaders 
who were never punished. 

His lawyer, Julian Knight, 
said de Kock is legally en¬ 


titled to parole and has al¬ 
leged that the government 
has violated his client’s 
rights by delaying a decision 
on the latest parole request. 
Previous requests for parole 
were turned down. 

Masipa’s order instructs 
the minister of correctional 
services to “take a decision 
authorizing, alternately re¬ 
fusing, the placement of the 
Applicant on parole.” 

The order refers to a rec¬ 
ommendation made by a gov¬ 
ernment panel that advises 
the correctional services min¬ 


ister on parole decisions for 
offenders serving life terms. 
But it does not provide de¬ 
tails on the recommendation. 

The department of correc¬ 
tional services is considering 
the matter and will act in line 
with the judge’s order, said 
spokesman Manelisi Wolela. 
He declined to comment fur¬ 
ther. 

Judge Masipa is also over¬ 
seeing the murder trial of 
athlete Oscar Pistorius, who 
is being assessed at a psychiat¬ 
ric hospital. The trial resumes 
June 30. the associated press

The 
Road of Lost Innocence, said she 
was abused and sold into prosti¬ 
tution as a child—one of several

She received U.S. govern¬ 
ment funding for some of her 
early work, as well corporate 
sponsorship and backing from 
celebrities, including actress 
Susan Sarandon and Facebook 
executive Sheiyl Sandberg. 

A statement issued Wednes¬ 


day by the foimdation’s exec¬ 
utive-director, Gina Reiss-Wil- 
chins, said Mam’s resignation 
was accepted after the group was 
presented with the findings of 
an investigation it had commis¬ 
sioned from a California-based 
law firm, Goodwin Procter. 

Mam’s resignation followed a 
cover stoiy in Newsweek about 
long-questioned aspects of her 
stoiy.

The Conservative government 
pledged an additional $3.5 bil¬ 
lion over five years toward the 
prime minister’s maternal, 
newborn and child health in¬ 
itiative, promising to “cajole” 
more from other countries.

The money builds on Harp¬ 
er’s five-year, $2.8-billion com¬ 
mitment to his so-called Mus- 
koka Initiative, unveiled when 
Canada hosted the G8 summit 
in 2010. 

Rosemaiy McCamey, a 
veteran Canadian aid worker 


who is one of the leaders of 
a 70-member coalition of aid 
groups, praised Harper for 
“a rolling, 10-year commit¬ 
ment, which is veiy rare in our 
world.” 

“We can actually produce 
real results when we’ve got 
time to get systems embedded 
in remote and rural commun¬ 
ities,” she added. 

Harper said he planned to 
“persuade and cajole” other 
governments to follow Can¬ 


ada’s lead and pony up more 
funds. He said expanded fund¬ 
ing would go toward inunun- 
ization, nutrition and birth and 
death registration. 

Dave Toycen, the head of 
World Vision Canada, said the 
commitment is significant be¬ 
cause it will sustain momen¬ 
tum beyond 2015 on maternal 
and child health and keep it 
from being a flavour-of-the- 
month in the development

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North Korea taking 
a harder look at 
abductions of Japanese

North Korea has agreed 
to reopen investigation 
in exchange for lifting 
of some sanctions 


North Korea has agreed to 
open a new investigation into 
the fate of Japanese citizens 
it abducted in the 1970s and 
1980s in return for the hfting 
of some sanctions, the two 
countries said Thursday. 

Japan will lift the sanctions 
after it confirms that a com¬ 
mittee has been set up and has 
begun work, Japanese Chief 
Cabinet Secretary Yoshihide 
Suga said. It will also consider 
possible humanitarian aid to 
North Korea depending on the 
progress of the investigation, 
which is expected to start in 
about three weeks, he said. 

The sanctions, which are in 
addition to UN sanctions im¬ 
posed on North Korea, include 
restrictions on bilateral ex¬ 


changes, hmits on how much 
money ethnic Koreans in Japan 
can take on visits to North 
Korea, and a ban on port calls 
by North Korean-flagged ships. 

North Korea acknowledged 
in 2002 that its agents kid¬ 
napped 13 Japanese in the 
1970s and 1980s, mainly to 
train spies in Japanese lan¬ 
guage and culture. It allowed 


five of them to return to Japan 
in 2002, but said the others 
had died. Japan remains suspi¬ 
cious of that finding, and has 
identified others it beheves 
were abducted. It has been de¬ 
manding a new investigation 
into the fate of the remaining 
abductees and wants any still 
ahve to be returned.

Boston. Sting 
catches staff 
at airline 
smuggling 

Five airline employees 
were charged Thursday in a 
sting operation with using 
their security clearances 
to secretly smuggle more 
than $400,000 US in cash 
through Boston’s Logan 
Airport. 

Four ground operations 
crew members of JetBlue 
Airways and one Delta Air 
Lines customer service 
ramp agent were arrested 
on charges of conspiracy to 
commit money laundering 
and conspiracy to defraud 
the Transportation Security 
Administration. 

Federal prosecutors said 
they used their security 
clearance to circumvent 
TSA checkpoints and smug¬ 
gle cash to secure areas 
such as passenger departure 
gates. In return, each al¬ 
legedly received a payment 
from a co-operating witness 
who posed as a member of 
a drug-trafficking organ¬ 
ization while working with 
law enforcement.

A handgun went off during a 
pohce safety talk at a kinder¬ 
garten in the central Chinese 
city of Zhengzhou on Thursday, 
injuring four adults and one 
child, police said. 

The gun misfired during a 
demonstration and the bullet 
struck the ground, sending up 
sparks and cement that hit the 
arms and legs of bystanders, 
the city’s Zhengdong police 
post said on its microblog.

World health. Highest 
rates of obesity in 
Middle East, North Africa 


Almost a third of the world is 


now fat, and no country has 
been able to curb obesity rates 
in the last three decades, ac¬ 
cording to a new global analy¬ 
sis. 

Researchers found more 
than two bilhon people world¬ 
wide are now overweight or 


obese. The highest rates were 
in the Middle East and North 
Africa, where nearly 60 per 
cent of men and 65 per cent 
of women are heavy. The U.S. 
has about 13 per cent of the 
world’s fat population, a great¬ 
er percentage than any other 


country. China and India com¬ 
bined have about 15 per cent. 

“It’s pretty grim,” said 
Christopher Murray of the In¬ 
stitute for Health Metrics and 
Evaluation at the University 
of Washington, who led the 
study. He and colleagues re¬ 


viewed more than 1,700 stud¬ 
ies covering 188 countries 
from 1980 to 2013. “When we 
reahzed that not a single coun¬ 
try has had a significant de¬ 
cline in obesity, that tells you 
how hard a challenge this is.” 

Murray said there was a 


strong link between income 
and obesity; in developing 
countries, as people get richer, 
their waisthnes also tend to 
start bulging. In many rich 
countries hke the U.S. and Brit¬ 
ain, the trend is reversed.

Not quite 
cringeworthy. 

MacFarlane 
disappoints with 
mostly safe jokes 


Richard: Steve, I laughed at 
A Million Ways to Die in the 
West, but strangely enough, 
1 was hoping to be more of¬ 
fended by it. Each week on 
his show Family Guy, Seth 
MacFarlane manages at 
least one joke that makes 
me cringe. 1 expected him 
to push the envelope even 
further for the big screen. 
Sure there are some wild and 
crazy jokes here, but they’re 


at the level of Judd Apatow, 
not MacFarlane. Was it outra¬ 
geous enough for you? 

Steve: It is outrageous, but 
the brazenness in MacFar- 
lane’s big-screen sophomore 
effort is buried beneath more 
juvenile gags involving bodily 
gases than the off-kilter com¬ 
edy his show or Ted succeeds 
with. Perhaps by covering off 
all areas of writing, directing 
and then hiring himself as 
the lead, MacFarlane suffers 
from an inability to self-edit. 
Speaking of, what do you 
think of MacFarlane as lead¬ 
ing man? 

RC: 1 do find him funny, but 1 
can’t help but hear Peter Grif¬ 
fin in his voice and 1 find that 


distracting. His part is basic¬ 
ally one joke. He’s the fish 
out of water who speaks like a 
21st century smart aleck. For 
instance, as people around 
him are killed in increasingly 
wild ways — hence the mov¬ 
ie’s title — he observes, “We 
should all just wear coffins 
for clothes.” It’s a good line, 
but his overall performance 
is more Bob Hope than John 
Wayne. 

SG: It’s true but, in this, Mac¬ 
Farlane seems to think his 
gags are more brilliant than 
they actually are — as if audi¬ 
ences haven’t seen an explo¬ 
sive diarrhea gag before. That 
said, when he pushes social 
mores, he goes for the jugular 
focusing most notably on his¬ 


toric racism. It comes off for 
some uneven narrative. It’s a 
good thing he surrounds him¬ 
self with a solid supporting 
cast. 

RC: Comparisons to Blazing 
Saddles are inevitable. Both 
movies have social com¬ 
mentary mixed with cringe¬ 
worthy gags — some may 
literally make you gag — but 
A Million Ways to Die in the 
West doesn’t have the sa¬ 
tiric subtext that made Mel 
Brooks’ movie great. MacFar¬ 
lane relies on anachronisms 
and shock-value jokes to raise 
a smile, and spends too much 
time on the love story. Brooks 
went for the jugular, and 40 
years on it’s still funny and 
edgy. A Million Ways to Die 


does have at least one classic 
moment that will appeal to 
everyone over age 30 and the 
most undignified duel ever, 
but it doesn’t have much res¬ 
onance. 

SG: It doesn’t have much 
heart, either. Although Char¬ 
lize Theron does a stalwart 
job playing the romantic in¬ 
terest against MacFarlane’s 
spineless pessimist, the film- 
maker’s ceaseless determina¬ 
tion for punchlines only 
undermines the film’s at¬ 
tempt at circling back to an 
earnest love stoiy. In that re¬ 
spect, it lies as lifeless as the 
film’s many, many corpses. 
And that includes the west¬ 
ern town’s unnoticed, three- 
day dead mayor.

Scottish author Irvine 
Welsh has made a career 
of chronicling not-too-nice 
characters in books like 
Trainspotting, Porno and 
Filth. That last one, about 
a corrupt, drug-abusing de¬ 
tective vying for a promo¬ 
tion, is the latest of Welsh’s 
works to make it to the 
screen, with usually very 
nice James McAvoy in the 
main role. 

In adapting Filth to film, 
did you worry actors like 
James McAvoy, Jamie Bell 
and Imogen Roots might 
be too pretty to play these 
characters? 

That was the original 
concern with James. When 
I first met him he looked 
about 10 years old, basic¬ 
ally, and I thought there’s 
no way he’s going to be 
able to play a 40-year-old 
divorced alcoholic cop, but 
he does rough up very well. 
He really did look the part. 
The makeup and costume 
were fantastic, but it was 
just his way of carrying 
himself with that sneer 
and that alcoholic kind 
of attitude that he could 
exude. 

It’s a very taxing lifestyle 
this character lives. 

Yeah, the guy is in complete 
disintegration. We catch 
him at a really bad time in 


his life. If you’re a novelist, 
you’re essentially a drama¬ 
tist, and that’s where the 
drama kind of lies. If we’re 
having a bad time, we start 
making all the bad decisions, 
compounding that misery. I 
think that’s where the drama 
lies. The drama doesn’t lie 
in that nice, hard-working 
middle class suburban guy 
who eveiything is going right 
with. It’s when things start 
to fall apart in people’s lives 
that things get interesting 
from a novelistic point 
of view. 


What draws you to these 
types of characters? 

I’m always interested in 
the mechanisms by which 
people fail. Failure has 
always fascinated me. I find 
it much more interesting 
than success. Success is 
pretty boring. If you’re suc¬ 
cessful at something, you 
just feel good about your¬ 
self, and you get on your 
high horse and start talking 
nonsense about how you 
see the world and all that, 
imparting your wisdom 
whether people want it or 
not. But failure comes in all 


different forms. It teaches 
you things. 

James McAvoy gets to 
actually be Scottish on 
screen for once. 

Yeah, he does! He’s kind 
of been everything but 
Scottish in so many roles, 
so it was very fun for him, 

I think. And he wasn’t 
even speaking in his own 
voice. He’s from the west 
of Scotland, and he was 
speaking in a very east of 
Scotland accent. Americans 
won’t notice the differ¬ 
ence, but to Scottish ears 


it’s very, very apparent, 
and it’s a very difficult 
thing for somebody from 
the west of Scotland to pull 
off convincingly an east 
of Scotland accent. If you 
have a Glaswegian do a bad 
Edinburgh accent, it really 
hits home. 

You’re right, I don’t think 
American audiences will 
catch that. 

Yeah, they won’t care 
(laughs).

We actually all got together 
in a flat last week, the 
creative team from Train¬ 
spotting. We just took an 
apartment in Edinburgh 
and hung out together, just 
to see if it was feasible, to 
see if we can get a script 
together. And that’s a big 
challenge. I think we’re all 
conscious of the legacy, and 
if we just find that we can’t 
get a script together that’s 
at least as good as the 
original — which is kind of 
a tall order, really — then 
we’ll just leave it. We won’t 
trash the legacy of the 
original, but if we come up 
with something really spe¬ 
cial that has a bit of magic 
in it, then sure. Obviously 
it would be a very different 
film because the characters 
in it would be 20 years 
older, so it wouldn’t be a 
youth movie in the way 
that Trainspotting was. 

But I think there’s some¬ 
thing interesting about 
these characters being 
middle-aged and not cop¬ 
ing with it well or pulling 
one last big scam, centred 
around the pornography 
and sex world.

Quebec filmmaking whiz 
Xavier Dolan says his first 
three films — 1 Killed My 
Mother, Heartbeats and Lau¬ 
rence Anyways — are about 
the subject of impossible 
love. 

But he also admits those 
movies, as well as subse¬ 
quent efforts Tom at the 
Farm and recent Cannes 
Film Festival hit Mommy, 
share another link — a cer¬ 
tain type of character he 
has a fixation with. 

“Fm obsessed, 1 think, 
with the mother figure, ob¬ 
viously,” the 25-year-old dir- 
ector-actor-writer said in an 
interview. “It’s always there 
in my movies.” 

And so it was that, when 
Dolan saw Quebecois au¬ 
thor Michel Marc Bouchard’s 
French-language play Tom a 


la ferme, he was struck by the 
widowed mother grieving the 
loss of one of two sons on her 
rural property. When her late 
son’s secret lover arrives for 
the funeral, a dark dynamic 


develops. 

The mother figure was 
“literally the first thing that 
hit close to home when 1 
watched the play and decided 
to adapt it into a movie,” said 


Dolan. 

“1 was like, ‘Whoa, the 
mom — sick character’ ... 
When 1 saw her and her being 
exhausted and living on that 
farm and being so ... desper-

ate for company, 1 was like, 
‘That’s inspiring.’” 

In Dolan’s Tom at the 
Farm — opening Friday in 
Toronto and Vancouver, and 
in Victoria on June 20 — the 
mother, Agathe, is played 
with perfect nuance by Lise 
Roy, who also starred in the 
play. Pierre-Yves Cardinal 
brings a chilling intensity 
to Francis, her son whose 
dark side emerges when the 
late brother’s partner, Tom 
(Dolan), visits their Quebec 
farm from the city and finds 
it hard to leave. 

Bouchard co-wrote the 
film with Dolan, who had 


never before based a film on 
someone else’s work. Dolan 
said he didn’t want to be 
judgmental when it came to 
the characters living in the 
countryside. 

“I’ve been brought up in 
the countiy half of my child¬ 
hood and then the other half 
in town and 1 don’t want this 
to come off as prejudiced,” 
the Montreal native said in a 
downtown hotel room at the 
Toronto International Film 
Festival. 

“These people are crazy, 
wherever they live. That is 
a case of sheer insanity that 
Tom is encountering and 
it’s not about hicks that will 
(mess) you up,” he added, 
using an expletive. “It’s not 
the way 1 thought. It’s not a 
Deliverance thing. 

“Tom was the opportun¬ 
ity to try to bridge that ever¬ 
growing gap not only be¬ 
tween city and country, but 
between human beings who 
are just evolving in differ¬ 
ent environments but who 
both feel the loneliness and 
who are both wounded.”

But they might win 
an Emmy. Mad Men, 
Scandal and others 
score advertising 
dollars and string out 
award eligibility with 
‘half season’ finales 


So you’re watching Mad Men 
and expecting an epic series 
finale. It’s eveiything you an¬ 
ticipated, with a dead guy sing¬ 
ing and people landing on the 
moon. 

And now you’re left on the 
hook for another year to figure 
out what the heck happens to 
advertising firm SC&P. That’s 
right. Next year. Welcome to 
the “half season” finale. 

It means lots of foreplay and 
some veiy dissatisfied custom¬ 
ers. Or, in more PG-friendly 
terms, it’s the equivalent of get¬ 
ting half a bag of chips at your 
comer store and then being 
told the rest will come later. 

Split seasons aren’t new, but 
have become increasingly com¬ 
mon in television, with every¬ 


one from Grey’s Anatomy to 
Scandal and Once Upon a Time 
getting in on the action. 

For networks, it’s a chance 
to milk more eyeballs and ad¬ 
vertising dollars. If you’ve been 
following Mad Men, you know 
that the tmth is the first casual¬ 
ty in advertising. So instead of 
calling it an extra short season, 
networks now say it’s a “split 
season.” 

“Why break it in half?” Ste¬ 
phen Colbert pointedly asked 
Mad Men creator Matthew 
Weiner on The Colbert Report. 

Weiner said it was simply 
about ratings. AMC did the 
same thing with Breaking Bad 
and it built the show in “a huge 
way,” he told Colbert. 

What Weiner didn’t say is 
that by splitting the season over 
two years. Mad Men is eligible 
for another year of Emmys. 

The show has garnered a 
Best Drama Emmy nomination 
for eveiy year that it has been 
eligible. 

More importantly, by mn- 
ning the final half next year, it 
doesn’t compete against that 
other AMC juggernaut. Break¬ 
ing Bad, for Emmy Awards. 


Breaking Bad is eligible this 
year as well because of its split 
season last year. 

The move also allows AMC 
to trumpet the “final, final 
season” of its most storied fran¬ 
chises for more than a year. 

Creators, including Break¬ 
ing Bad’s Vince Gilhgan and 
Shonda Rhimes of Grey’s Anat¬ 


omy, says the split season also 
gives them a breather to create 
better product. I can buy that, 
although I’m not sure how put¬ 
ting artificially induced clifi- 
hangers in the middle of your 
stoiy arc just so audiences will 
return makes sense — and 
that’s especially true in the 
hands of lesser geniuses, espe 


cially if you’re not a Gilhgan or 
a Rhimes. 

ABC recently annormced 
that Marvel’s Agents of 
S.H.I.E.L.D. wiU go the spht 
season route for Season 2. Ser¬ 
iously though, wiU anyone care 
what happens to HYDRA then? 
Unfortunately, TV execs are bet¬ 
ting on it.

B BE GENEROUS: Don’t skimp on the 
sunscreen.

This 
should cover you from head to toe if you are 
wearing a swimsuit. 


Take precautions 
against yellow fever 


Immunization may 
be required if you 
plan to travel 

With the FIFA World Cup set for June in 
Brazil, staff at Atlas Immunization’s two 
Edmonton locations are highlighting aware¬ 
ness about yellow fever, a disease transmit¬ 
ted by mosquitoes and prevalent in hot spots 
outside cities. 

While it’s not a required vaccine to enter 
Brazil, the yellow fever shot is recommended 
to those venturing outside Rio to sporting 
events in rural areas. 

Yellow fever is transmitted by mosqui¬ 
tos in areas of Africa, South America and 
Panama. The disease is life-threatening, and 
many countries with the same mosquito 
families may want travellers to have immun¬ 
ization records for yellow fever. 

While the risk of getting yellow fever 
may appear small, there is no treatment, 
and fatality rates approach 90 per cent in 
travellers. Vaccination is nearly 100 per 
cent effective, but non-vaccine travellers 
are also advised to take standard mosquito 
precautions (repellent, avoiding peak biting

Clash of the textures: Silver 
Beet, Feta and Pine Nut Roll 



THE FREE RANGE

1 . Preheat oven to 180 C. 
Trim half of the white stalks 
from the silver beet and dis¬ 
card them. Wash, diy and 
chop the leaves and the rest 
of the stalks. 

2 . Heat the butter in a 
medium pot and cook the 
onion over a low heat until 
it is soft but not browned — 
about 5 minutes. Add silver 
beet and cook until the water 
from the leaves evaporates, 
leaving the pan dry. Remov¬ 
ing the moisture from the sil¬ 
ver beet in this way helps to 
stop the pie going soggy. 

3 . Remove the pot from the 
heat and mix in the ricotta, 
feta, Parmesan, coriander, 
nutmeg, lemon zest and pine 
nuts. Season to taste with salt 
and pepper. Stir in the egg. 

4 . Place a sheet of phyllo 
pastry on the bench. Brush it 
with melted butter or spray 


it liberally with oil. Place 
a second sheet on top and 
brush it with butter or spray 
it with oil. Repeat to form a 
stack of 8 pastiy sheets. The 
phyllo dries out quickly so 
you will need to work fast. 
Cover the unused phyllo with 
a damp tea towel while you 
work. 

5 . Form the silver beet mix¬ 
ture into a sausage shape 
along the longest edge of the 
pastiy, leaving a 3-cm border 
at the sides. 

6. Turn in the sides of the 
pastiy like an envelope and 
roll it up gently and loosely to 
fully enclose the filling, form¬ 
ing a log shape. If you roll it 
too tight it will split. Transfer 
the log to a baking tray, brush 
the top with butter and bake 
until it is golden and crisp — 
about 40 minutes.

ORGANIC FOODS 
HAVE BASKET 
OF BENEFITS 

Some people choose organic food because 
they say it tastes better, but, of course, there 
are a whole basket of benefits, says Michelle 
W. Book, holistic nutritionist with the Can¬ 
adian Health Food Association (CHFA). 

“You’re investing in your health but also 
in environmental sustainability and animal 
welfare.” 

According to Ashley St Hilaire, acting 
executive director, Canadian Organic 
Growers, organic standards place limits and 
prohibitions on use of pesticides and genetic¬ 
ally modified organisms (GMOs), antibiotics, 
synthetic hormones and sewage sludge. 

“Buying organic reduces exposure to those 
types of things.” 

The Canadian Food Inspection Agency 
oversees the regulation of organic products. 
A “Canadian Organic” label on food means 
it is 95 per cent or more organic, while the 
“USDA Organic” logo means it is 75 to 95 per 
cent organic. There are about 3,732 certified 
organic farmers in Canada, St Hilaire says. 

“They go into this because they want to 
farm their land sustainability so they can 
use it for generations to come.” 

While organic foods are widely available 
in grocery and health food stores, they are 
an important part of the local food move¬ 
ment, too, and at this time of year that 


means farmers’ markets. As well as getting 
good food locally, there is a whole entertain¬ 
ment value of going to farmers’ markets, 
says Rebecca LeHeup, executive director, 
Ontario Culinary Tourism 
Alliance. 

“It’s where you can con¬ 
nect with the local com¬ 
munity and get that ‘taste of 
place.’”

CEL training camps wiU 
open as scheduled Simday 
despite another breakdown 
in contract talks between 
the league and its players. 

Negotiations ended 
Thursday afternoon after 
the CEL rejected the union’s 
latest proposal, one that 
included an amendment to 
its original demand revenue 
sharing be included in this 
deal.

“We’ve had people from other 
dealerships and other brands 


coming here just to see what 
we’re doing — how we’ve set 
up the shop and so forth,” said 
Mcdonald. “We’ve shared ideas 
with other shops; maybe it’s 
helping a competitor, but why 
not try to make the industry bet¬ 
ter for everyone?” 

Onward and upward 

The standard of excellence con¬ 
tinues to move upwards for the 
Lexus of Edmonton family — 
and employees wouldn’t want it 
any other way. 

“We listen, and we do every¬ 
thing we can,” said Parker. “We 
don’t have the attitude that ‘we 
can’t do that;’ it’s ‘let’s see how 
we can do that,’ 

“We keep upping the bar on ex¬ 
pectations, and we’re big on that. 
We’U take ideas from elsewhere, 
but we’U try to do it bigger and 
better.” 

Miller identihes this as a core val¬ 
ue promoted by Lexus and taken 


to heart at Lexus of Edmonton. 
“It falls under the Lexus credo 
called kaizen, which means 
change for the better,” says Mill¬ 
er. “We’re all committed to con¬ 
stant improvement at every level 
of the customer experience. Ev¬ 
eryone has bought into that, too. 
It’s great to see someone from 
our detailing staff stepping for¬ 
ward with an idea for something 
that could make the customer 
experience better — there’s a 
real passion in his attitude, and 
that’s just infectious.” 

The competitive attitude em¬ 
braced here recognizes the 
choices guests face when they 
look at premium brands. With 
their experience, and the posi¬ 
tive feedback they receive from 
guests, it’s no wonder mem¬ 
bers of this team are able to put 
guests at ease. 

“We’re dealing with a luxury 
brand, but we’re not preten¬ 
tious about it,” said McDonald. 


“We’ve had a lot of comments 
from guests who have gone to 
other premium brands and come 
back saying their service just 
doesn’t compare — and that 
means a lot to us.” 

Maintaining and building on 
that reputation for outstanding 
service is an ongoing challenge 
that members of the Lexus 
of Edmonton team welcome, 
no matter how many alterna¬ 
tives the customer may have to 
choose from. 

“The premium car landscape 
has changed over the years, but 
that hasn’t changed anything for 
us,” said Miller. 

“We’ve always approached 
our business as if we had direct 
competition, so when that com¬ 
petition did arrive, we weren’t 
really affected by it. Our biggest 
competition will always be to 
improve on what we aheady do 
better than any Lexus deader in 
Canada.”
